5 (A) AFTER COMPUTING THE FINE TO BE ASSESSED UNDER THE DISTRICT

6 COURT'S SCHEDULE OF PRESET FINES AND/OR PENALTY DEPOSITS, A POLICE

7 OFFICER ISSUING A TRAFFIC CITATION FOR A VIOLATION FOR WHICH POINTS MAY
8 BE ASSESSED UNDER § 16-402 OF THIS ARTICLE SHALL ADD A $20 SURCHARGE TO
9 THE AMOUNT OF THE TOTAL FINE BEFORE PRESENTING THE CITATION TO THE

10 DRIVER BEING CHARGED.
